Mr, Whyatt, the prosecutor in the case, deserfbed Mr. 
Edwards’ action as not only belng unusual’ but revolutionary. 
That the Press should also be excluded from the hearing {f the 
public was, was one of Mr. Whyatt’s contentions. ~ 


-Apart- from the Magistrate and 
Mr. Whyatt, present in’ Court wére 
two or three police officers, the 
Court’s: Chinese . interpreter and 
usher, and members of the Press, 
!-Mr;  Whyatt, addressing = Mr. 
Edwards, gaid that’ he had been Iin- 
structed that Mr. Edwards had made 
a ruling with regard to the admission 
of the public to the hearing of the 
case, and contended: that this pro- 
eceding was not only unusual. ur 
Mr, Edwards hod bimsclf ec 
It, but also revolutionary. 

Mr, Whyatt pointed out that os his 
contentions would be confined to law 
principtes_ otone and.would not in 
he facts or evid- 
ence of the murder casc, he hoped 
that Mr. Edwards would not qbject 
to the “bolted and barred” doors of 
the Court being opened. “I submit 
that there can be no reason why 
the doors of thls Court should be 
bolted and barred while I am mak- 
ing these submissions,” declared Mr, 
Whyatt. 

Mr. Edwards refused the sugges- 


tlon. 
Judlclal Legislation 

Continuing, Mr. Whyatt said that 
he understood that Jnstructions had 
been given to the Court Sergeant 
that certain members of the public, 
other than the . Press, should bo: 
exgluded from the Court during the 
hearing of the facts of the case and 
during the prosccution’s opening on 
the facts relating to the charge. He 
understood that the ruling was made 
on the first occasion when the 
prisoner appeared in. Court on re~ 
mand and that on Friday Jast Mr, 
Edwards delivered a lengthy. pro- 
nouncement In the form of a written 
judgment: of the Press giving 
Teasons for that ruling. “I desire,” 
said Mr. Whyatt, “to say at the out- 
set that this is no more and no Iess 


than an attempt at judicial legisla-/ 


tion.” 

The public, went on Mir. Whyatt, 
may have possibly assumed that the 
caso was of a sensational type or 
that there were details and facts In 
it that might be indecent. The 
public must have. most certainly 
thought that the Magistrate was at 
least acquainted with some of the 
facts of the cnse before giving a

Mr. Whyatt then quoted the names 
of the two anonymous cases and 
asked Mr. Edwards to torrect him 
if he wos wrong, and nen Mr. 
Edwards -corroborated the hames 
mentioned, Mr. .Whyatt went on to 
say that the cases have, for the past 
80 years, been held os bad Inw. “It 
is my submission," declared Mr. 
Whyatt, “that yor are misdirecting 
yourself-by rullhg on it.” 

Mr, Whyatt then. referred to. a 
paragraph of Mr. Edwards’ Press 
report: which stated as ‘follows: “In 
one case public and Press were 
excluded, but in the other the Press 
were nilowed to remain-and publish- 
ed a discrect account of .two pre- 
liminary — examinations, excluding 
details which might well have pre- 
judiced the mind of any Juror read= 
ing it. I see no. reason why, with 
the co-operation of the Press, the 
second rocedure should not be 
successfully applied bere.” 


“Misleading, Statement 
Mr, Whyatt sald ‘that the statement 
concerning the discreet report. that 


the Press had mode in that case was 


very misleading. In that instance 
the counsel for the prosecution had 
put to the witness “discreet” ques- 
tions which brought out diserect 
answers. The business of the Press 
was to give an "accurate" and not a 
“discreet” report. J 

“In truth and in law," stated Mr. 
Whyatt, “the Press have no more 
right in this Court or any other 
Court, than = any. member of the 
public. The right of the Press to be 
in Court to report a case is merely 
the right that any member of tho 
public bas to attend a hearing.” 

Speaking of the “co-operation: of 
the Press” mentloned by. Mr. 


Edwards in his report, Mr. Whyatt] | 


neked- these two questions: * 
“ “Does it mea that the Press ig 
to report so much sind no more?” 

“Does It mean that if the Press are 
requested to suppress certain details, 
they must, or out they go?” 

“If so,” declared. Mr. Whyatt, 
“then it ‘Is no more than revolution- 
ry.’ 

He went on tg say that the 
duty of the Press was to report 
accumtely and if they did anything 
else by suppressing details they 
might make the report inaccurate 
and, If so, their privilege was gonc. 
Exclusion of Press 

Mr. Whyatt then read out the 
following case dealing with the right 
n Judge has in excluding the Press: 


The Judge of the Central supreme 
Court, resenting certain criticism 
newspaper concerning his exercise 
of the judicial office, made an order, 
in the absenco of the proprictor, a 


registered company, forbidding the]. 


reporters of that: newepsper and an- 
other newspaper owned by the samo 
company’ to sit at the reporters’ 
desk or to take notes of the pro- 
ceedings In his Court elsewhere than 
in the public gallery, and directed 
that this restrictlon should remain 
in force until the printer and 
publisher of both newspapers should 
epologisc to the Court. . 


“Held: On appeals by the printer 
ond publisher and by the company, 
that representatives of the news- 
paper press have no greater right 
of access to the Supreme Court. than 
ordinary members of the gencral 
public," a ‘ 


Mr, Whyalt pointed out that there 
was ao powerful pronouncement ‘In 
English Justice which said that 
“Judgment be administered. in on 
Open Court.’ He further said that 
“every Court of Justice must be 
opened to every subject’of the King.” 


In the course of Mr. Whyatt's sub- 
missions, Mr. Edwards Interposed on 
two or three occastons, and at this 
stage of the proceedings Mr. Whyatt 
objected saying that he respectfully 
“objected to these unwarranted Inter- 
tuptions.” dees 

After dealing with other polnts, 
Mr. Whyatt referred to a law book 
of Appeal Cnses, and turning to a 
statement by Lord Shaw of Dunferm- 
line, he stated that it was applicable 
to thd present case. 


A Usurpation 


Mr. Whyatt read: “What has 
happened {fs a usurpation—a usurpa~ 
tion which could not have keen 
allowed even'as a prerogative of the 
Crown, and most certalnly must be 
denied to the Judges of the land. To 
remit the maintenance of constitu- 
tional right to the reglon of judicial 
discretion is to shift the foundations 
of freedom from the rock to the 
sand.” , 

Addressing Mr. Edwards, Mr. 
Whyatt sald that the discretion that 
his Worship had purported to exer- 
cise must be a judicial discretion, 
and this could not be done unless 
his Worship Imew the facts of the 
case. It was impossible for him to 
know what there was in the facts 
of the case, -and what his Worship 
had done was nothing more than to 
have purported to have exercised a 
general power. 

This concluded Mr. Whyatt's sub- 
missions, and Mr. Edwards remark- 
ed that it was unfortunate that he 
had not heard them last Friday, 
when he could have elther adhered 
to or changed his ruling. He would 
be glad to have time, to consider the 
many submissions that had been 
advanced, 5 

The Court then rose, the hearing 
of the murder case being adjourned 
until Thursday, at 2.30 p.m.

The troubles of Europe have 
srained world attention and scant 
interest is taken in Far astern 
events, though two of the most 
momentous phases of China's 
strugyle are now taking place. 
On the Yangtse two great armies 
are locked in the struggle for 
the Wuhan area, strategically 
the, most important area in all 
Central China, while at Geneva 
an equally momentous struggle 
is being waged by the League of 
Nations—a struggle for its exis- 
tence, By its decision with 
regard) to the . imposition of 
sanctions against Japan and 
its invocation of Article Sixteen 
with no more than a half hearted 
blessing and with no altempt at 
firm or united action, the League 
admits its .impotency, . T'rue, 
the siluation in Europe at 
present is such that determined 
action by foreign Powers in the 
Far Ensst is practically impos- 
sible, and the League, after all, 
is but the common council of the 
Great Powers who are involved 
in Buropean worries, It is an 
unhappy plight when the League 
is unable to intervene in one war 
because her members are too 
much involved in conflicts among 
themselves, more especially since 
the Lengue made no move to 
solve or help to solve the recent 
crisis and attempts to preserve 
peace in Europe reflect no credit 
on’ that body elected to render 
to the world the very services 
which are so much in demand 
to-day. This state of affairs 
is not so much a reflection 
on the League of Nations 
itself, however, for the League 
‘is ‘but a number of units 
rather than. a corporate body, 
than on . world. conditions 
and world thought, which takes 
no advantage of an organisation 
formed to do rood, un organisa- 
tion which ‘has already. proved 
on a:number of occasions its 
ability to handle the most deli- 
cate situations successfully. It 
is indeed o sad day for the 
world when the association 
formed after one terrific con- 
flict to provent the recur- 
rence of such a catastrophe,

James Douglas 


HERE is no doubt 
that the child of to- 


day is a miracle of 


happiness and health, of 
grace and gaiety, of liberty 
and life. 


Mr, Bernard Shaw may be 
right in his gloomy conclusion 
that man is a failure as a poli- 
tical animal, but at least we have 
discovered the secret of giving 
the child-a chance. 


We aré hardly aware of the 
which has 
been produced by its emancipr- 
tion from all the old tyrannies 
and all the old inhibitions. If 
We are ‘not free men and “free 
women our children are prodi- 
gies of freedom. 


If we could do for ourselves 
what we have done for our chil- 
dren we should be supermen and 
superwomen. In the first place 
we have delivered childhood 
from the shackles and fetters of 
superfluous garments. 


The new child is allowed to 
breathe through its spine as well 
as through its lungs. It wears 
less and less every year. It has 
now got down to the irreducible 
minimum of clothing. Tne 
result is that its skin breathes 
through every pore. Its holi? 
days are passed in a perpetual 
bath of sunshine and sea uir. 
It is sun-free and air-free, 


We have given up the 

bad old habit of bully- 

ing and beating our children. 
They live without fear. Their 


nations wrangle, neither asking 
her help nor willing to heed her. 
advice or offers of her good ser- 
vices, The fault lies in Europe,. 
not in the League. For the 
machinery of the League may 
not be perfect, it may not be 
ideal for. accomplishing the 
original aims of those who 
designed it, it may be slightly 
rusty and, as an engine, un- 
economical, but it is at least a 
good model’ and has by its 
successes established the fact 
that the principle upon which it 
is built is fundamentally sound 
and that a newer and improved 
model would be worth the effort 
entailed in constructing it. For 
this reason the principles of the 


League should not be forgotten 


nor allowed to.fall into disuse, 
but should be recognised as 
worthy of applications and 
support, and, morc important, 
of development and improve- 
ment. . The world, in 90 far as it 
is ‘advancing and not 
gencrating, is‘ secking peace, and 
up to the present the Leaguo fs 
the most successful attempt at

liberty of. body and mind makes 
them -more intelligent. 


The new child is allowed to 
express its own personality.

The mind of a young child is 
in many ways immeasurably 
superior to the mind of the 
adult. It “is far more plastic.

It is in a 
state of constant expansion. 


If you watch the ripening of 
the child mind you are astonish- 
ed by its receptivity. It absorbs 
ideas unconsciously. It invents 
new words to express its 
thoughts. The routine symbols 
of language are not rich-enough 
to reveal the play of ity imagina- 
tion. 


Any mother or father can tell 
stories about the talk of infants 
which are almost inexplicable 
revelations of the vigorous mind 


.of the untaught and untutored 


child. 


ig is a pity that the say- 

ings of young children 

are not more carefully preserv- 
ed, for they are often master- 
pieces of originality. A child of 
four was told that God, made 
everything. He replied by ask- 
ing this unanswerablé question: 


“Who made God?” : 


He followed up this poser with 
the philosophic remark, “If you 
could tell me that, I would want 
to know who made the man who 
made God, and who made him.”

Potsdam, the ship in’ which tne 
tenm was to travel, will be in port, 
But she seems to have been playing 
“Ring-a-ring-n-ros round) Manila 
and Singapore for the Just few days, 
and it would have been rather stupid 

; to altempt to continue our date in 
Shanghal. It is a reat pity. We 
would not have been able to send at 
all a good team, but we might haye 
been able to give some of our 
younger men un experience of Inter- 
port cricket.
